When "Mr. DeCosmoa' brother" vfus 
appointocl Clerk of the Works at New 
WeBtminator, in opposition to tho wiahcH 
of the Bomowlmt wonkmindoJ gontloub.n

; kem Govfirnmout, and over tho lioiuls of 
a score of corapetont resident mechanics, 
■we unhesitatingly donounoed the appoint- 
ment as improper, and called on the press 

ii^ correcting t&e impropriety. -.Wlbat wiis 
- ke'reapoDBa ? Ridicule. The Stdndard 
(of whlcii "Mr. DoCosmos* fcrother" is 
!)Ono of tho proprietors) approved of tho 
'■"ftppointlnout as hoing one of tho best over 
made; couhln't detect the least impro- 
priety in it; and thought tho eianiplo 
worthy of imitation. Tho Herald was 
^' not quite 80 outspoken as its brother; in 
vc iniquity; but it langhed at our ijemon- 
);;>.tritet!o.Rnd opprov6d of the aiipoin|^e|it 
' — alljeit the appointment was a renBolion 
on its own mechanics. "Mr. DeCosmon' 
,' brother" wanted a phieo, and why 
' Bhoaldn't ho have ono V Time rolled on, 
and in duo coiuso the Waikoiu Ci.iveni^ 
ment wore punished for their critucs by 
ignomiuious dismissal from oflico. One 
of the first discoveries the present Chief 
Commissioner made on taking ofiSce was 
that Mr, Smith, who v.aa paid to bo at 
Now West.'xaii) -ter, was uctiially engaged 
in editing the Slandurd in this city. Ay 
' may well be imagined, "Mr. DoCesmoa' 
bi-other" was speedily notiiitHl to slaml 
>• not on the order of his going but go at 
ofloa to the post of duty, which he did. 
Tho next discovery the Chief Commi..- 
sionor made was that, whilst every other 
Clerk of tho Works in tho employ of tho 
late (.lovornmimt was in tho receipt of a 
salary of SlOO per month, "Mr. DoOos- 
mou' brother" was the recepieut of 8130 
' per month. "Mr. DeCosmoa' lirothor" 
■was immediately informed that his salary 
\roald bo reduced to tho same figure as his 
fellow clerks. The third and most import- 
ant discovery made was that work on tho 
building "Mr. DoOosmos' brother" was 
paid to ovur.soo wasauspondodfor tho win- 
ter season, and that the clerk had been 
paid for some mouths during which i;o 
worK had beon done. Whereupon "Mr. 
DoCosmos' brother" was recalled at a sav- 
ing of §275, and when work ■was resumed 
in May a local man was am»ointed in bis 
ste id at SlOO per month. The return of

missal, wore all denounced as outrages — 
terrible, overwhelming, diagraceful.wiuk- 
' ed acts of political persecniion. Not a 
Tford was heard of tho claims of local 
men to positions in the district. Nothing 
■was said about tho enconragemont of 
homegrown politicians in tho dispensing 
of patronage. The Opposition prOJ.ses 
teemed with arlicles on tho gro.ss injustice 
of removing an alien to the district and 
substituting a resident. Tho objectioua 
of the Slandurd and Herald to tho appoint- 
ment of local men to positions wore 
doubtless noted by the Qovernmeut.for we 
find that in selecting an Agent for AVest- 
minster a gentleman from Victoria was cho- 
sen. Mercy ! how (luickly the scene changed. 
What was a nioflt nicritorions act on tho 
part of Mr. Widkem bucamo a terrihle 
"outrage" (Tories iiro very fond of using 
strong adjectives) , when perpetrated by 
Mr. iilliott. A principle that was heaven- 
born when adopted by the one became a 
devilidiiiiv6Dtion in (he bands of tho 
other. It is difficult to please our worthy 
contemporaries. If they had joined us 
last summer in denouncing tlio appoint 
ment of "Mr. DeOosmos' brother" over 
tho heads of better and resident rnochan- 
icB thoy would not now have their ire ex- 
cited l)y tho appointment of Mr. Dickin- 
son, >vho, in all probability, was,, selected 
for the purpose of meeting what ■seemed 
to bo the views of the Opposition press.

Fretl. Buriiuby was educated at 
Harrow, and thence procoeded to Ger- 
many, wliero, under private tuition, ho 
acquired an.unusually perfect acquain- 
tanoo with the French, Itiiliaii, aud 
Gorniau language.^, and iucidontiaily 
acquired u tiiato for gymuastica.

Ho'sy far he succeeded is told iu woll- 
authdutlcated traditions that linger 
round various spots iu Windsor and 
London. He thre'w himself into the 
pursuit of muscle with all tho ardour 
since shown iu other direotionSi and 
the cu^) of his joy must have beeii full 
when a precise examination led to tho 
demonstratson of the fact that his aim 
measured round the biceps exactly 17 
inches. Ho could put "Xatalio," of 
tho Aliianibra, to sliamn witli her puny 
5G Ihs. weight in each hand, and could 
"turn the arm" of her athletic father 
as if it had been nothing more thau a 
hinge-rusted nut cracker. Hi.y play- 
thing at Aldershot was a dumb-bell 
i weighing 170- fl>8., which he lifted 
' straight out with, one hand, and there 
was a standing bet of £10 that no 
other man iu the Gamp could perform 
the same feat. At tho rooms of tho 
Loudon Fencing Club there is to this 
day a dumb-bell weighing 12U lbs., 
and Captain Burnaby is the only mem- 
ber who can lift it above his head. 
There is a story told of early barracl: 
days which pleasantly brings up an 
reminiscence of the Tichborue 'Trial. 
A horse-dei^ler anived at Windsor 
with a pair of beautiful little ponies 
which he had beon commanded to show 
to the Queen. Before exhibiting them 
to Her I\IiijcHty ho took thoni to tlio 
cavalry barracks for displu}' to tho 
oflicers of tho Guards, yome of these 
by way of a pleasant surprise led the 
ponies up-stairs into Burnaby's room, 
where they were much admired. But 
■when the time came to take leave an 
alarming difficulty presented itself. 
The pouioa, though they had walked 
up-stairs, could by no moans be in- 
duced to walk down again. The ofli- 
cers were in a tix; the horse-dealer was 
iu despair; ■when young Jiuruaby set- 
tled the matter by taking up tlio ])o- 
nies, one under each arm, aud walking 
down-stairs deposited them iu the bar- 
rack-yard! The Queen heard tho 
story when she saw the ponies, and 
doubtless felt an increased sense of 
security at Windsor, liaving this as- 
tounding testimony to tee prowess of 
her household troops. 

But Coronet Burnaby was as skillful as 
ho was atrong. He was cue of the best 
amateur boxers of tbe day, as Tom Pad- 
dock, Nat Langham and Bob Travers 
could testify of their own well-earned ox- 
perionco. ftloreover, he fence>d as well 
as ho boxed, anil the turn of his wrist, 
which never failed to disarm a sword.s- 
man, waa known in moro than ono of the 
capitals of Europe. Ten years ago evorv- 
body was talking of the wonderful feat of 
the yoimg QuardsnSan, who undertook 
for a small wager to lioj) a quarter of a 
mile, run a quarter of a mile, ride a quar- 
ter of a mile, rou' a (]uurt(ir ui a mile, and 
walk a (piarler of a mile in a ipiarler of 
an hour, and who eovored tiie mile and u 
quarter of distance in ten luinuti.s and 
twenty seconds. Fred Burualjy had, 
whilst barely out of his teens, realised his 
boyish dream, and become tho strongest 
man in the -svorld. But ho had also be- 
gun to pay till! puuulty of sueec'ss in the 
coiu of wasted tissues and failing health 
When a man titids, after anxious and va- 
ried oiijeriniouts, that a water-ice is the 
only form of nourishmeut his stomach 
will retain, be is driven to tho conviction 
that 'tber'e is somoUiing wrong, and that 
ho had better see tho doctor. Tlie result 
of the young athlete's visit to the doctor 
was that he iiiournfully laid down tho 
dumb-bells and the foils, eschewed gym- 
nastics and took to travel. 

An average man advised to travel for 
his health's sake would probably have 
gone to Switzerland or the Houlli of 
Prance, according to the .sort (jf i-liruate 
held to 1)0 desiralilo. liurnaliy vi-nt lo 
Spain, that beiiif,' at tie' I ime the most 
troubled country in J:^urupi}, ami udI 
without ]iromise of an cjutlireiik of war. 
Hero he added Spanish to his already re- 
apectablo ^took of languages, and found 
toe benefit of tho acquisition in his next 
journey, which ■\vas to South Ane-riea, 
wliiMe hi- spent feiir meiilhs eheoling uu- 
accu.itoiiii il giiine and recovering Iruiii t ho 
ell'ects of his devotion to g.ymiiasticM. l!i'- 
turuiiig to do duty with iiis regimout he 
began to loam lius.sian and Arabic, going 
at them steadily and vigorously, as if they 
were long stretohes of ploughed loud to 
he ridden over. A seeuiid vi.sit to Spain 
ji|-o\iili;d hiiu with llii^ rare gratilicalion 
uf being .-iliut n\) iu llarceluiia dui-iii;; the 
siege, and sliaiiiig all the privations and 
dangers of tho garrison. W'hilal iu Se- 
ville during a subsequent journey ho ro- 
oeivcd a telegram saying that hia father 
was seriously ill. France was at tho time 
in tlie throes of civil war, with the Clom- 
niunints holding i'aris against tin; armv 
of Versailles. To reach Jiiigland any (;tlier 
way than dla Puns involvi-d a delay of 
many days, and Burnaby determined lo 
dare all that was to be done by tho Com- 
munists, and, carrying a Queen's Messen- 
ger's bag full of cigars that looked moro 
or li'ss liko GovorniiKint desputohos, he 
pasi eil I h'.-ougli Paris and safely reached 
CaliuH. A year later lie .startc'l f(>>' tlin 
journey to Kliivii, which he has just ac- 
complialiod, l.ut iiM i'''u<'hing Naj'les ^\'as 
stricken with fover.uml ^^n^nt four iDoiitlis 
of his leave in b(!d. In hST l ho once 
more wont to Spain, this time acting us 
tho Biioinal corroapoudont of the 'J'lmr.f; 
with the Carlisls, and hia letters fonn. not 
tlio least interesting cluii)tor in the long 
Hloiy of llio miseralile war. In the i-arly 
spring of la:il yiar lie niadeadash at Cen- 
tral Africa, hoping to lied "Chinese Gor- 
don" and Ixis expedition. He met that I 



gallant onioer on tho Sobat river, a stream 
which not ten Thiglishmen have seen, and 
having stayed in the camp for a fe^w days 
•set out homeward, riding on 'a camel 
through the Berber desert to Korosko, o 
distance of 500 miles, and'af tor an a))3onco 
of exactly four months turned up for du- 
ty at the Cavalry Barracks, Windsor,with 
as much noncliulunco as if ho Lad boon 
for a trip to the United States in aCunard 
steamer. 

It was whilst on this flight through 
Cientral Africa thot tho notion of the jour- 
ney to Khiva oamo back with irresistible 

force. It had been done by MaoGahan, 
but that plucky journalist had judicious- 
ly started iu tho spring. Captain Burna- 
by resolved to accomplish tho ontorpriso 
in ivinter; and accordingly on tho 50th 
November, last year, ho started by way 
of St. Petersburg, treating himself, as a 
foretaste of the joys that awaited him on 
tho steppes, to the long, lonely ride 
through Russia in mid winter. At Sizoran 
ho loft civilization and railways behind 
him, and rodo on a sleigh to Orenburg, a 
distance of l.SO miles. At Orenburg'ho 
engaged a Tartar servant, and another 
stretch of 800 miles brought him to Port 
No. T, tho outpost of tho Russian army 
facing the desert of Central Asia. After 
this the luxury of sleigh riding was pro- 
force fojegone, and Burnaby set out on 
horseback, with one servant, ono guide, 
and a thermometer that registered be- 
twoou 70° aud 80° below freezing i>oint 
to liiid Khiva across 000 miles of jiathless, 
trackless, silent snow. Two Cossacks 
riding along this route with dispatches 
liad just l)eforo been frozen to death. Tho 
Russianu, inured to the climate, bad ne- 
ver been able to take Khiva in the winter 
months. Thoy hiid tried once, and Inul 
lost (iOO camels and two-tliiids of their 
nioa before tliey s.iw the enemy. But 
Prod. Burnaby' gaily wont forttf clothed 
in sh(;ep «kins; and, after several days' 
liard riding and some nights sleep on tho 
snow, arrived in Khiva, chatted with tho 
Khan, fraternir.od v/ith the Russian ofli- 
cers, kept his oyos wide open, and waa 
finally invited to return by a teh am 
from tho Horso Guards, who, tin... gh 
our discreet Foreign Secfetnry of State 
had been brought to underataud how this 
strange visitor from tho Cavalry Barracks 
at Windsor had ilustered tJio military 
authorities at St. Peterabuxg, 
pit is whispered in the mesB-roomB,where 
all these things are talked of, that IVed 
Burnaby has made a report to the Horse 
fiuardson tho military situation in Central 
•Asia which justifies the perils of tho journ- 
ey, and, since tho Victorui Cross ia out of 
tlio question, ought to be worth a majority 
to th(^ gallant captain. But even if uo 
substantial bouelit were derivable from 
the dashing ride, it ia ono upon tho story 
of which Englishmen may dwell with 
grim satisfaction, and tho British Boldier 
may long regard with prido. Wo have 
heard a good deal lately of tho nocossity 
of keeihng ujj P>rilish prestige on tlio con- 
tinent of Asia, aud liavo oven, in our anx- 
iety to checkmate llussia, agreed to call 
our Queen "Emproas." Bnt we may be 
suro tliat the sight of this gigantic ehee))- 
skiii-clad guai-daman gallojiing into Khiva 
having crossed over from Windsor in tho 
de]>th of winter /)((.5.';(;r le /mips, will 

hav(> an etl'eiit ui)OU the Hussian scarcoly 
less desirable than that which will follow 
ui)on the jiroi'lamation of the t^)ueeii as 
Empress of India; while tho story of tho 
dauntless horseman, slowly passing, as it 
will pa.ss,from mouth to mouth along the 
Asian frontier, will be worth a pitehed 
battle fought and won for India.

Whcu information reach- 
ed Chief Joseph he, with three other In- 
dians, wcut totheir aABlt^tittio^: ''Upo^en- 
quiriiifj; who the dangerous obaructers 
were, Fauteux and others stopped forward 
with pistids and sticlcs, using tho latter 
heavily upon tho Indians and discharging 
several shots amongst them. Chief Jo- 
seph, upon asking Poutoux why bo di.s- 
t iirbed Indians returning peaceably homo, 
when on tho highway, he repliet( that he 
was not sent there to fight, but to kill. 
Previously hu has threatened Chief Jo- 
seph's life, and when inforiiiod ho was in 
danger of bciiiK sont to tho pouitentiary, 
lioreplied, "The Seminary was rich." 
Ulioii more Indians arriving tho bullies 
dispersed in the wood. ^ This morning 
some young Indians' went to view the 
place where the disturbance was apcl fonnd 
a bottlo of whiskey, whidh leads to the be- 
lief that the bullies were drinking freely 
prcviijtis t.i thi^ row.
